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LONDON LETTER.

It has now been definitely settled by the Royal 
Commissioners that the Industrial Exhibition shall 
close on the loth November, and it seems but loo 
certain ihat the hopes of prolit entertained at itj 
opening are doomed to a bitter disappointment ; 
and that instead of there being a surplus in the 
hands of the Commissioners, u loss estimated by 
some at £20,000 will fall upon the guarantors. It 
is in vain at present to speculate on the causes of 
this result, so different from that of the Great Ex- 
hibition in 1831. The state of war in America, the 
condition of the manufacturing districts, and other 
minor evils have been referred to, but the gener- 
ally received opinion, and the most likely one, is 
the enormous cost of the building and administra- 
tion, and mismanagement on the part of the com- 
missioners. The failure of M. Vaillard, the French 
Purveyor (whose contract bus been taken up by 
G. W. Morrial), has revealed the astonishing fact 
that he had agreed to pay the sum of .0)00, and 
the ii of a Id head-money per visitor to the hon- 
orable F. Cadogun, as u douceur for, procuring 
him the contract from the Commissioners. This 
tax he estimates as equal lo £5000, of which he 
actually paid £2000 odds. Mr. Cadogan is said to 
be related to some of the Commissioners, and this, 
coupled with the somewhat strangO fart of the son 
of an English peer becoming the right-hand man 
of a French cool;, and that the agreement between 
them was drawn up by the solicitors for the Com- 
missioners, strengthens what is openly proclaimed 
by many that jobbery of the worst description has 
characterised the whole llffdir from first to last. 
However, be the reasons what they may, the num- 
ber of visitors has been much less than in 1851, 
and this with a population increased by several 
millions. Up to last Saturday, a period of 183 
davs, we have for 1SII2, 4,469,844 ; for the same 
pe'riod in 1851, 4,937,003. The costs of the II vile 
Park Exhibition was £170,000, including all" its 
fittings; the total expenditure on it was £292,794, 
and the nett receipts £506,100. The gross outlay 
of the present concern was originally calculated at 
£675, 900 — prolits nil, loss unknown. Besides, it 
must be remembered thai the present commis- 
sioners had resources of which those in 1851 did 
not avail themselves, such as the Id for the um- 
brellas and sticks of visitors lo the Picture Gal- 
leries (which some days amounted to £50), the 
sale of the privilege of photographing in the 
building, Seel, &c. It is too evidout that the. hand 
ol the master mariner who sailed the ship in '51 
was alas ! no longer at the wheel in '6\>. 

The condition of the spinning districts is taxing 
the ingenuity of philanthropists, and Poor Law 
managers in their endeavors to discover some 
mode of relief that can be applicable to all the 
suffering people, and thus have all the isolated, 
and at present independent boards, under one 
management and control. And it is to be hoped 
that some plan may be devised that will answer 
the ends ill view. Subscriptions from all parts ate 
being liberally received, not the least noticeable of 
which is one of £100, received by last mail from 

the natives of , ill the Punjaub. Stirred up 

by the honorable Mr. Laing's speech to the Man 
Chester Chamber of Commerce, wherein he at- 
tacked Sir Charles Wood's conduct regarding In- 
dian lands, the Manchester Cotton Supply Asso- 
ciation, at their annual meeting on the 23d Inst., 
denounced in unmeasured terms the administra- 
tion of the Indian Government, blaming their 
policy lor the ntm-grswth of cotton in India. In- 
deed, one of the speakers, Mr. Hugh Mason, de- 
manded an impeachment against Sir Charles, for 
his misconduct during the present crisis. It 
may be quite true Ihat that statesman in departing 
from a line of policy in relation to government 
lands prescribed by men so sagacious as Lords 
Canning and Stanley, lias shown neither judg- 
ment for the present, nor wisdom for the future ; 
but it is a curiou3 fact, that much as the outcry 
has i, eon id' " no cotton," cotton continues to he 
exported from Liverpool, a circumstance which the 
Manchester men hare never deigned to notice or 
explain. And it is publicly stated that theic is no 
scarcity of cotton in the country, hut that the 
present famine is the necessary and natural con- 
sequence of the system pursued by the mill-own- 
ers for tome lew years past, by which all the mar- 
kets of the world are so fully stocked with cotton 
goods, that their consumption lor some lime to 
come is fullv anticipated— thanks to reckless spec- 
ulatlon. As the Times recently said in its city ar- 
ticle, the Manchester men put the question to 
themselves, "shall we gain most by having a suf- 
ficiency of coltun and a fairly employed popula- 
tion, or by u dcailh of cotton and un unemployed 
population, whom we must be expected lo sup- 
port :" The answer was in favor of the latter al- 
ternative, and so they took no steps to prepare for 
a cessation of the raw material from America, 
which was an event as apparent fiftcon months 
ago us certain now. The disOGVery which was an- 
nounced in the Times a few weeks ago of a sub- 
stitute for cotton, was made by Mr. llarben, of 
Havers lock Hill, London, while engaged in re- 
searches for a natural material applicable for the 
manufacture of paper. He has, with a magnanim- 
ity rare in this mouey-'.oviug age, refused to patent 
his discovery, and at a meeting of practical men, 
the other day ill Manchester, showed the substance 
in various stages of preparations, and explained 
the various processes necessary to render it nva.il- 
uble for use. It is the common wr?ek grass of the 
seashore, known to botanists as Zoitera Marina 
As may be Imagined, the discovery has attracted 
much attention, but whether destined to bo thrown 
aside like that of the unfortunate Chevalier, de- 
monstrations alone car. tell. The fibre exists in 
the outer sheath ol the plant, and all who nave 
examined the prepared specimens agree that it is 
available lor extensive use in manufactures. It is 
not yet known, however, whether the existing ym 
machinery can extract the ti'jrc. Some botanist! 
ullirm that its nature being that of woody Jibre, 
and thus essentially different from cotton, it can 
never be used as a substitute for that plant; hut 
if not as n substitute, it seems quite capable of 
replacing it, mid may in that ease be even more 
Important as placing us quite Independent of for- 
eign supply, lor our own shores furnish tho plant 
in great abundance. 

Wednesday witnessed the closing scene of the 
great Uoupel lingeries, the disclosures of which 
at the recent trial on the Home Circuit excited 
such intense public interest. On Monday tho 
prisoner was brought i p, but refused to plead, 
which is tantamount lo a plea of "not guilty," 
and the cause was set down for trial on Thursday. 
On the silting ol Mr. Justice Byles, at the Central 
Criminal Court on Wednesday, one uf the counsel 
for the prosecution intimated the prisoner's desire 
to withdraw} his plea and to " plead guiliy," 
upon which he was sentenced to penal servitude 
lor life, Before sentence he addressed the Bunch, 
expressing regret lor any trouble his refusing to 
plead might have occasioned the crown officers, 
anil that lie had intended from the lirst to plead 
guilty, which he hod. not dune when first brought 

up only fro hi being so suddenly mid unexpectedly 

nulled I that his life was a paradox to all but him- 
uelf, ihat ho had since committal written his 
biography, winch would explain his conduct, lint 
that he resolved to suppress it for four of giving 
unnecessary pain to others, denying that ho wuh 
personally extravagant, addicted to gambling, or a 
libertine— -all of which has been alleged; and that 
ho was prepared for the worst, whatever it might 
be. 'He received the scutun.e with unflinching 
firmness, then hastily left the dock. His speech 
leads to tho conclusion that there was some hidden 
drain upon his resources of -rhieh the public know 
nothing. As it is, the ex-M. P. for Lambeth, is 



now fur life a felon, the inmate and companion of 
the lowest of the low. A nun who, possessing a 
tine exterior, good education, talents and fortune, 
might, but for his own crimes, hue occupied a 
prominent positiun amongst English I.cgislntois 
His history is a sad and sorrowful one, and is t no of 
the many bitter satires on the morality of the i g 
which have not been uncommon these last tew 
> ears. If such are 'he fruits of utilitarianism and 
commercial greatness, was Rousseau wrong when 
he sighed for a return to natural simpl city ?

nillTISlI COLUMI1IA AND VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

To the Editor of the Daily Tilegraph: — Sir, — 
Knowing the very large circulation, and conse- 
quent influence, of your valuable journal, I ven- 
ture to address you relative to the affairs of two 
very much misrepresented colonies, viz , British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island. It is in order 
to prevent persons, in the present state of affairs 
there, from emigrating to those colonies, that I 
trouble you with these lew remarks. From the 
latest accounts received from British Columbia and 
Vancouver Island, it appears that the favorable 
results naturally anticipated from the glowing de- 
scription of these countries contained in the of- 
ficial despatches and letters of the Times' corres- 
pondent, have been in no way realized. Although 
upwards of four years have elapsed since the first 
discovery of gold, and consequent influx of emi- 
grates, during which period considerable revenue 
and other means available for facilitating access to 
the gold regions have been in the absolute control 
mid disposal of the local Government, yet small 
progress has been mado in improving the means 
of transit to the interior, provisions and oilier sup- 
plies being at higher prices than they have hitherto 
reached. 

With regard to the actual colonization, there has 
been no progress whatever. The extent of land 
under cultivation throughout I he colony of British 
Columbia would not exceed a lew hundred acres. 
Ill Vancouver Island, which has been reckoned a 
British Colony upwards of fourteen years, the ex- 
tent of land under cultivation is cxclm dingfy small, 
and considerably less in extent than it wus four 
yours ago. Of live stock in tlie two colonies the 
number is very Insignificant, so that, notwithstand- 
ing the Hinallnc.su of the population, the colonics 
lire furnished with food and other supplies from 
the neighboring American territory, to pay for 
which probably absorbs more than the amount of 
gold procured by tho miners. Those intimately 
acquainted with theso colonies are too well aware 
that the florid description of the existing state of 
• tfairs is not borne out by a corresponding pros 
perity. At the tnur time, they are equally well 
aw are ihat, hod they been subject to a disinterested 
and efficient local administration, their progress 
and credit would stand very differently from what 
they do at the present day. It is much to be fear- 
ed, unless some decisive Hteps are taken by the 
Home Government to reorganize the system on 
which the local Government has been carried on, 
and to prevent a continuance o( the abuse and cor- 
ruption that have been of so singular and notori- 
ous a nature, that these colonies, instead of being 
as they might be, a source of benefit to the mother 
country, will prove to be the reverse. I inn, Sir, 
yours, &c., TRUTH. 

Wood- green, Sept. 22. 

Tho anti-punishment of death societies must have 
plenty work, just now, lor murders and hangings 
are sufficiently plentiful for oven the greatest lov- 
ers of the horrible. Two men were hanged at 
Kirkdale in Lancashire the other day, and a woman 
has just been sentenced to death in Glasgow, the 
peculiar circumstances of whose case have ex- 
cited the attention of even the London public. On 
sentence being given her counsel read a .statement 
charging the principal witness for tho Crown, an 
old man of 87, with the murder, 't he trial seems 
in a certain sense, like that of Burke and Hare. 
Two persons were in the house, cither or both 
must have committed the crime, but to prove it, 
one must boa witness; and the Crown hud to 
choose between putting both in the dock and 
bring tlie case forward for proof, or indicting the 
one against whom the strongest presumption ex- 
isted, and placing the other in the witness-box. 

Her Majesty is still in Germany, where tho 
Prince of Wales has also gone after meeting the j 
Princess Alexandria of Denmark in Belgium. 

No successor has yet been notninatod to succeed 
Dl. Turner in the seo of Canterbury. The ttsti ,1 
course is to confer it upon the Metropolitan, but 
some think that this custom will be departed from 
in '.he present instance owing to the youth of Dr. 
Tait. Not that he is dcfletont in learning or piety, 
but that as he may look to a life of perhaps ,'10 
years more, he would keep aspirants for the pri- 
macy of all England too long waiting. 

By the bye, the American sculptor Story's two 
works in the Exhibition, " Cleopatra" and " Sib- 
ilu Libiea," have been sold to a London merchant 
for 3,000 guineas. 

Since the abovo wns written, Dr. Longley, Arch- 
bishop of York, has been appointed to the Arch- 
bishopric of Canterbury. His Grace was born in 
170-1, was educated at Westminster School and 
Christ Church Oxford. He is a distinguished 
scholar and has held the primacy of Kipon and 
Durham. He wus consecrated to the former in 
1836, reinstated to Durham in 18.50 and to York in 
I860, His Grace is married to a daughter of the 
first Lord Conglotons.

Anniversary of the Settlement of Van- 
couver Island. 



Man is an anniversary-keeping animal. 
I Perhaps i: is a distinctive characteristic of 
his nature — a point of difference between 
himself and the lower animals— anniversa- 
ry-keeping being a civilizing institution — a 
perpetuation of moral, religious, national, 
and individual virtues, from generations born 
to generations unborn. Anniversaries keep 
alive in the mind of man the enobling quali- 
ties of his race. They impress the people 
with a noble spirit of emulation. Great 
deeds are recounted annually. Tradition 
weaves into the web of man's nature the 
leading events of his lime, his country, his 
class, his family, and anniversaries slamp 
them with an indelible impression. Long 
before the benign influence of Christianity 
showered ils blessings on a benighted world; 
long before "the chosen people" existed, or 
entered the promised land; long antecedent 
to the rise of the great empires of Kurope 
or Asia, or of the Montezumas and Incus, ot- 
to the laying the foundation of Palonque, U.\- 
mal, Babylon, Thebes, or Rome ; long before 
the dawn of history — whilst man was a nom 
ad — a wandering, uncivilized animal, a 
heathen bowing down 10 worship "sticks and 
stones," there were anniversaries. When 
writing was not, anniversaries wore. The 
law of God enjoins the periodical celebra- 
tion of certain days. The Christian world 
keeps its Sabbaths. If we turn our eyes 
into space, and behold the suns nnd 
worlds, and systems of suns and satelites 
the orbit of each marks an anniversary, 
Man does not differ more in the number and 
objects of his annual celebrations lhan ilo 
the stars that gem the firmament, in their 
ever and annual recurring cycles. The 
frame-work of tba univerciclum is based on 
unallcrable laws of nature that mark the 
" times and seasous." The anniversaries of 
man have archetypes in ihe earth on which 
he treads, in the sun which shines, in Ihe 
stars that sparkle in the night, and in Ihe 
" blazing stars " revolving through our solar 
system. But it needs no argument, no re- 
search, no illustration lo prove their antiqui- 
ty, or the universality. 

A spontaneous gush of human feeling every- 
where decrees " times and seasons" to keep 
alive what is worthy, or thought worthy of 
bequeathing to posterity. We celebrate na- 
tional days — we keep St. Patrick's, St. An- 
drews, and St. George's day — we religiously 
mark the holidays of the Christian calendar. 
Our population, drawn from the wide-world 
each year, perpetuate in a more or less marked 
manner, the cistinctive events ol their race, or 
creed, or country. '\Y'e certainly cannot go 
nstray if we suggest thit Vancouver Island 
should have its distinctive celebration. We 
arc persuaded that there can be but one spon- 
taneous " Yes !" to the question " Shall we 
annually celebrate the day ou which the " Cad- 
boro" first entered Camosack, or Isth-whoy- 
malth, or the day in which the site of Fort 
Victoria was selected, or the day in which the 
ground first was broken for the Fort, the first 
■white man's camp erected, the day — the true 
day — from which may be dated the history of 
Victoria and this Colony ?" One by one the 
old pioneers disappear. 13i(t the other day, 
the Cadboro — which to us is the Mayflower, or 
the vessel from which iEneas flying from Troy 
lauded at Rome — but the other day she be- 
came a wreck. Tier bones ate strewn on a 
foreign shore ; and it is not long— not very 
many years— before all those who came hither 
in 1842 will lay their bones in the silent grave. 
The pioneers will be gone, no more to return. 
Victoria — Ihe Colony — will live and grow 
whilst the Island remains anchored in the sea : 
but the men who made her — who first raised 
our flag here — who gave her language, laws, 
religion, and the Anglo-Saxon race but twenty 
years ngo, will soon bo gone. Whilst they 
live and we live, we owe a duty to posterity 
to mark the era of the settlement of our 
adopted country. Who will take the initiative? 

: 

The Hon. A. T. Gait before the Man- 
chester Chamber ol Commerce. 

The rexata questio of colonial dependence 
or independence still, seems to keep its 
place before the English public. After 
having had a temporary lull, it again ap- 
pears on Ihe tapis. This time Mr. Gait, the 
late Minister of Finance for Canada, gives 
his view of the matter in his speech deliv- 
ered on Sept. 20, before tho Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce, whither he had 
been invited at the suggestion of several of 
the most eminent merchants of that city, for 
the purpose of affording them information 
ou Canadian affairs. Aftur describing the 
progress of Canada— her population and 
production— the hon. gentleman goes on 
to deal wilh the principal points of dispute 
between public men in England and Canada 
which he sums into three: First — ''That the 
tariff legislation, and the fiscal legislation 
were not consistent with the present views 
of political economists there, end that it bad 
not been advantageous either to Canada or 
to England : secondly, that ihe cost of 
maintaining the colonics by England had 
been large, while the result had been small ; 
and lastly, assuming that tho tariff question 
was satisfactory, and that the question of 
cost was satisfactorily explained, there were 
gentlemen in England who said that both 
England and the colonies would bo better 
off if they were separate." 

Mr. Gait then proceeds to justify the course 
taken by the Canadian Government in its 
tariff legislation from the uecessity of some 
such course to provide a revenue, as it was 
next to impossible to raise for the ordinary 
purposes of the Government any consider- 
able part of tho revenue by direct taxation, 
and the money derived from other sources was 
but inconsiderable, lie contended that the 
public debt which necessitated the imposition 
of late years of regular rates of duties, was 
jtiHtlfiably incurred and was imposed upon the 
government ' rom tno necessity ol providing 
railway nnd canal communication, light 
houses, provincial roads, etc. Of the public 
debt of i.T2,Ol;0,0()0, £4,000,000 '"'d been ex- 
ponded on cuiials and rendering the naviga- 



tion complete ; £-1,000,000 in aid of tho rail- 
way system, ai d the remaining £4,000,000 on 
roads, light houses, nnd minor charges. Speak- 
ing of the value of ihe colonies to Great Britain, 
Mr. Gait seems rather to leave it be he inferred 
from the consequences which would most cer- 
tainly follow their loss thai, from any attempt 
to exhibit a balance sheet in favor of the old 
country." The importance of the question he 
remarks cannot be exaggerated, because if a 
mistake were once made it could not be rem- 
edied. For 200 years England had been ob- 
taining colonies in all parts of the world, nnd 
if they were once to bo given up it was clear 
they could not be brought back again. In 
speaking of the colonies of British North 
America, it had beeu assumed that Canada 
could be given up with the most perfect good 
feeling on cither side and that everything 
would go on as at present while responsibility 
from one side to the oilier would be wholly 
removed. Now a very slight knowledge of 
human nature (continues Mr. Gait) would tell 
that if au important community was in thh 
way turned adrift without notice or warning, 
that was not the best way to produce good 
feeling. It could scarcely exist under such 
circumstances, aud in the case of Canada 
another result would follow, it being impos- 
sible for her to maintain herself in her posi- 
tion to the United States, such a policy would 
be tantamount to surrendering her to the 
United States. This was plain English, and 
certainly the West Indies would not long re 
main independent communities, lie thought 
that it would be desirable so to harmonize 
and federate the colonies of Great Britain as 
to bring them into different groups so that 
instead of 50 colonics there might be five or 
six groups. It was clear that by joining the 
resources of all, the strength of the whole 
would be increased for defence and the 
burden of defending them would he 
reduced to the mother country. Federation, 
Mr. Gait seems to think, would in n great 
measure obvinle, both to England nnd the 
Colonies, the risk attendant on separation, as 
it would have ihe effect of combining 3,500, 
000 people, embracing some 00,000 sailors 
and fishermen, who in anew country would 
be able to stand by themselves, and givo 
strength to the mother country. In the con- 
clusion of his speech ho says : "Let the ex- 
periment of self-government in Canada be 
worked out to its legitimate conclusion. If 
that conclusion was that it would be better 
to separate, so be it." Thus far Mr. Gall. 
But a week previously Mr. Goldwin Smith, 
through the columns of the Daily News, 
made the correspondence between ihe Co- 
lonial Minister and Ihe Governor of New Zea- 
land, relative to the military expenditure in 
lliat colony, a peg on which to hang another 
of what the Times styles his "rhapsodies' 1 on 
colonial connection^ We have not space lo 
go fully into his letter. We shall extract 
sutiicient, however, to Show Ihe opinions he 
entertains on Ihe subject — for 'sentiment' lie 
eschews. Ho says: "To give a nalinn a 
parliament of its own is to give it indepen- 
dence. Two parliaments under the same 
crown never have produced, and never can 
produce, anything but clashing of interests, 
contradictions of policy, discord and con- 
fusion, and, at last, angry separation — tho 
grave of that glory which belongs to Eng- 
land, tho mother of nations. W hen we have 
given people free institutions, we have de- 
cided that they are lit to govern the people. 
Let us then accept the cotisequeucc of our 
own decision." 

However, Mr. Goldwin Smith, we imagiue, 
is a little in advance of his time. The ma- 
jority of the people of the old country can 
have but little desire for the sudden snapping 
of the lie which binds them to the colonies) 
As the Times in a leading article on Mr. 
Smith's letter well expresses it, " to all but 
an insignificant section of Englishmen tho sys- 
tem by which regions divided by half the cit- 
cumference of the globe are given a common 
citizenship, by which the native of any part of 
a great federation has a cuieer open to him in 
all, is a fabric of civilization not lightly to be 
broken up."

Police Court. 

Wkdsksdat, Nov. 11). 18G2. 

Wm. Wilson, arrested by officer (Jarring. 
ton. was charged as a suspicions character. 

Mr. l'url; appeared to prosecute. 

The nflicer stiid that lie had observed about 
9 o'clock the previous evening, the prisoner 
and another man go to a house on Douglas 
street where some ladies resided, and the 
prisoner, alter the door had been opened, at- 
tempt to push his way in. Knowing that 
such outrages had been before attempted, 
when summoned to the spot he took the pris- 
oner Into custody. 

The Superintendent of Police said Hint an 
attempt of a similar kind had been made a 
lew days ago, by a man who loteed his way 
into the house nod insulted the inmates, and 
from the description given him, he believed 
the prisoner to be the person. 

The magistrate enquired what led him to 
believe SO '! 

Mr. Smith answered that the prisoner was 
blind of one eye. which tallied with the de- 
scription furnished him. 

.Mr. Brown was then called, who said that 
he lind visited the house in question on the 
evening of the occurrence, on business con- 
nected with the late celebration, he being 
deputy secretary to the committee, for whom 
the occupants had performed certain services 
in respect to the decorations. On leaving the 
house he saw two mcn'go to the door, and 
being aware of previous insults havinur been 
offered to the ladies he paused to see what hap- 
pened. When the door was opened, the pris- 
oner attempted to push his way into the 
house, bul was resisted by the minutes, who 
charged him with having attempted the same 
outrage before. At their request, witness 
called the policeman, who carried oil' the pris- 
oner to the lock-up. 

A man named Howe, the prisoner's com- 
panion, told a very plausible story about going 
to the house to inquire for a Mr. Dcmpsey, 
but admitted the (acts already sworn to. and 
thnt he had recommended the prisoner to 
come away. 

The magistrate said it was rather hard that 
respectable letnales could not live in the town 
without being subjected to these instills and 
being placed iu terror of their lives by the 
conduct of such men. The act ol the prisoner 
in lorcing his way into a private house at that 
hour amounted to a breach of the peace, fie 
then ordered him to furnish his own recogni- 
zance for £20, and two sureties in £10 each 
to he of good behavior for three months, or in 
delimit to sutler one month's imprisonment. 

Mr. K. R. Templcton, a schoolmaster, ap- 
peared on a summons to answer a charge of 
beating with undue severity a little boy, son 
of Mr. M. K. Oboril. Mr. Park appeared for 
the delendant. 

Mr. Oborri deposed that on Friday, when 
the boy returned from school, he had com- 
plained of having been severely beaten, and 
that his arm was partially disabled. J I is 
mother, while washing him on Saturday morn- 
iue. discovered bruises upon his person, and 
the prosecutor then determined to toko some 
action on the matter. The child said he had 
been beaten with a square ruler. 

Mr. Bell, surgeon, was called to prove 
thai he had examined the boy and found 
upon his shoulder extensive contusion, ex- 
tending down the unit, also similar marks 
upon the shoulder blade extending towards 
the spine. In his opinion undue severity 
had been used in the chastisement. 

The boy's shoulder was here exposed which 
exhibited, though after a lapse of five 
days, the marks of severe punishment. The 
child seeriVnd about eight years old. The 
ruler produced, however, was anything but 
a formidable weapon. 

Mr. Park then addressed the bench, 
urging the kindness exhibited by the master 
in using so slight an instrument of punish- 
ment, and adduced an instance of school 
experience from his own recolletiotl, wbero 
twenty-four boys had been flogged conseo-' 
utively. He said that Mr. Templeton had 
eome to the colony with excellent intro- 
duction.*, and bad had much eperience in his 
profession. 

Mr. Templeton was proceeding to explain 
thai the subject of his practice was a very 
■stupid boy, etc., when the magistrate re- 
manded the case for one day. to give an 
oppoiluhily for the matter to be privately 
arranged. 

wagkj CASE, 
Mr. Behdixen, proprietor of the St. George 
Hotel, appeared before Mr. Pombeiton in 
answer to a summons issued on the applica- 
tion of John Martin, for an amount of wages 
alleged to be due. The plaintill said that 
he had been engaged at S25 per month, but 
having been summarily discharged, claimed 
one month's wages, and infused payment 
for the actual time ho worked, which had 
been tendered him. The defendant inform- 
ed the bench that he had discharged the 
plaintiff for disorderly conduct, and using 
filthy language to .Madame Bendixen, and 
called a witness whose evidence clearly 
proved Martin's impropriety of behaviour,

AtTEALS. 

Mr. King's bill "to facilitate and expedite the 
administration of justice in all cases of summary 
conviction." came on for a second reading. Scc- 
Olide J bv Dr. Trimble. 

Mr. Franklin said that ho was opposed to 
tli e bill. Summary powers were given to 
magistrates ihut unimportant cases might be 
expeditiously disposed of. If appeals in all 
suc.ti cases were constituted, the burdctisomeduties 
of jurymen would bo most unstipportublo. The 
present system relieved them very considerably. 
Tlio system of summary jurisdiction was now be- 
ing extended iu the mother country in order to 
facilitate the speedy execution of justice, and it 
would not do lo pursue a directly opposite course 
in this colony. He should oppose the granting of 
n right of nppeal except in certain cases, as he 
thought the stipendiary magistrals had always 
performed Hie duties of his office with integrity. 

Mr. Ring said tout the lion, member seemed to 
object lo the principle of Hie bill. Stimmnrj con- 
vklions were unknown lo the Common Law. Uv 
this bill, any man could if he thought liilllicll uu- 
juvtly convicted, appeal to a higher court ; ii was 
not a compulsory thing. Access lo justice was 
the Englishman's birthright. The existing law 
permitted in certain cases appeal.! to the Quarter 
Sessions, but these had been discontinued lor over 
I a year. With regard to the Stipendiary Magis- 
trate, he fully believed him to he an upright, im- 
partial, and conscientious man ; bul he was liable 
to err in his construction of the law. In Kuglaml 
Stipendiary Magistrates were always barristers of 
some 15 years' standing, appointed at high sala- 
ries. (No, no! from Dr. Trimble.) The lion, 
member for Victoria had spoken of relief to 
jurymen ; hut lie must also consider unjust op- 
pression of ihe accmcd. 

Mr. Cary then rose to move ns an amendment 
that the liiil come up for a second reaping in six 
months' time, and said that the alteration that 
would he effected if this bill were passed, would be 
most prejudicial. If the power of the Police 
Magistrate be cm tailed, Ihe labor would be thrown 
upon the superior judgos. He should oppose an 
appeal being granted in all cases, though he would 
support those that were by statute law already 
competent to appeal to the Quarter Sessions. The 
bill would so become a handle lor persons who 
might carry on frivolous litigation, until the I Irown 
would tin compelled to abandon the prosecution on 
account of the expense. 

Mr. Franklin said that Me. Cary had quite coin- 
cided with the views previously expressed by him, 
nnd he was happy lo second his amendment. 
With regard to the person gaining his cause of 
appeal being able (by this bill) lo recover costs 
from the Crown, he expressed in strong terms his 
disapproval of the measure. 

Mr. Ring said that what he wished was the 
principle ol the bill acknowledged, for slight in- 
congruities would he carefully considered in com 
niiltec. Ho remarked that Messrs. Franklin and 
Cary resembled very closely the Siamese twins in 
Iho manner in which they expressed themselves as 
feeling upon all subjects emotions so closely cor- 
responding. 

The amendment was then put and lost, and the 
bill passed a second reading. 

UEVEI.OI'MRNT OK 1KB LUMBER TRADE. 

Dr. Tolmie then moved the following resolu- 
tions : 

That in consideration of ihe extensive forests of 
valunhle timber growing upon Vancouver Island ; 
of the safe, commodious, and easily accessible har- 
bors contiguous to these, nnd of the general ienor- 
ance prevailing abroad of this attractive field for 
investment of capital 

Be it Ruofoeo, That His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor be respectfully solicited, by proclamation, to 
order thnt gran'.s of timbered lands be made to 
parties establishing sawmills thereon. 

The hon. mover alluded to the enormous ex- 
ports from Puget Sound, two- thirds of the amount 
of lumber manufactured being, lie believed, ex- 
ported to foreign countries 1 f sawmills were es- 
tablished on Vancouver Island, we should dimlit- 
less obtain nu advantage iu the trade. Ships 
came to Puget Sound in ballast lo load with lum- 
ber, but our increasing trade brought to this port 
ships with full cargoes. A reciprocal commercial 
advantage would be gained by importers, as a cer- 
tainty of obtaining n return cargo becoming 
known, ships would bring merchandise at reduced 
rates to the colony. 

From Victoria to ('ape Mudgc, a distance of 150 
miles, the coast presented forests of valuable trees 
with convenient harbors. There was plenty of lim- 
bered land where Ihe Douglas pine was found in 
abundance, the spruce pine, and tiees not found 
on Puget Sound, viz., the white pine and yellow 
cedar, both exceedingly valuable to the carpe.iler 
and furniture maker. Many farmers would, by 
the proximity of saw mills, be able to find remune- 
rative employment fur their unoccupied time by 
preparing logs for the mills. His attention had 
been directed, by the reports in the BltlTISll COL- 
ONIST, to the largo amount of lumber imported 
froiM Puget Sound for local consumption, He 
should recommend the giving of facilities for es- 
tablishing saw-mills upon the itlatid be adver- 
tised in the California and English papers; con- 
sidering at the present juncture, it might very 
probably induce thu investment in the colony of 
the superabundant capital at home. 

Mr. King seconded the resolution. 

Mr. Cocker remarked that he should til Uo great 
pleasure in supporting any measure brought be- 
fore the House that had for its object the develop- 
ment of such nn important nnd useful branch of 
industry. His experience in gold countries had 
led him to conclude that wo were too apt to over- 
look the development of other equally substantial 
and useful resources. He had no doubt but that 
if accurate and reliable statistics could be obtained, 
that the exports of lumber from Puget Sound 
would compare favorably in value with the exports 
of gold from the mines of British Columbia. The 
best feature uf his business was that it gave em- 
ployment to so largo a number of men who com- 
posed n desirable class of immigrants. He con- 
sidered it an advantageous opening for the profit- 
able investment of capital, and trusted that the re- 
sult of the. attention that would lie culled to the 
subject through its being brought before the House 
would bo beneficial to the Colony, and referred to 
the importance of this branch of business in the 
British Colonies in the eastern par 1 " of this cb'ntiJ 
nent, hoping toon to hoc it more fully developed 
here. 

Mr. Franklin cordially approved of the spirit of 
the resolution, alluding to the success which bad 
attended the grant of similar privileges to Messrs. 
Anderson & Co., (late K Stamp .t Co.,) at Alberui 
The lands of the 'Colony, however, were not yet 
under tin control of the House, and care must be 
taken that they did not get into the possession of 
monopolists. 

Dr. Tolmie suggested that the grant be of the 
limber only, not of the land. 

Mr. Franklin moved that the resolution be re- 
ferred |o Coumiittco of the Whole, which was car- 
ried,

Hr. Trimblo gave notice that he would introduce 
a bill to amend t!io Registration of Voters Ant, and 
Mr. Cary of n bill lo regulate railways, similar to 
the Act governing them in England. 

The House then adjourned until Thursday, (to- 
day) at the usual hour.
